INTERNATIONAL LAW DOES NOT COVER U-BOAT, SAYS GERMANY 
MORE TERRITORY IS TAKEN BY THE TEUTONS 


GRAND JURY REPORT ALLEGES 
CONCERNS FORMED A TRUST 
TO FIX WAGES OF COMMON LABI] R 


Youngstown, Ohio, March 8—Ind'ctments were returned today by the 


Mahoning county grand jury against the Youngstown Sheet and Tube com- 
pany, the Republic Iron and Steel company, the Brier Hill Steel company, the 
Youngstown Iron and Steel company, the Carnegie Steel company, the United 
States Steel company, and Judge E. H. Gary, executive chairman of the 
United States Steel company. The defendants are charged with having 
formed a trust to fix the wages of common labor in violation of laws of Ohio. 
These indictments followed a sweeping investigation of the East Youngstown 
riots and labor troubles of January. 


The specific offense charged against the six steel concerns is that they conspired to keep this 


wages of common- labor-at the-same figure at the time of the strikes! the'- Republic IronfiuMrBtWl' 
company and the Ycungstown Sheet and Tube company in January. Announcement was made ~by 
all these companies within two days time of a ten percent increase in wages. This action is held to 
be due to an agreement. Indictments were also returned against Mayor W. H. Cunningham and 
six councilmen of East Youngstown, charging them with being financially interested in property 
purchased for village purposes. Among other things the jury report sets forth that the grand jury 
was unable to fix any particular cause for the recent East Youngstown outbreak of anarchy. The 
report flays Mayor W. H. Cunningham and members of the East Youngstown police force, saying 
that neither the mayor nor any member of the police force made any effort whatever to disperse 
the mob. Mayor Cunningham is criticised for not closing the saloons of East Youngstown early on 
Friday morning after he had received notice of the temper of the mob. 
The report says that the 


mavor and police officers of East Youngstown, were guilty of such inefficiency and disregard for 
the law as to be unfit and unworthy to fill the positions which they hold. The report recites the fact 
tliat a guard at the Youngstown Sheet and Tube company, who is a member of the state militia, 
without legal authority, took ten members of the National Guard to the Sheet and Tube company's 
property to guard the same. It is also stated that the guards appropriated state ammunition, al- 
though the grand jurors say that they do not feel that he intended to steal the ammunition. It is 
set forth that the action of the guard made it impossible for the sheriff or the captain of the militia 
to mobilize militiamen in time of grave public danger. The report says that the guards were not of 
the standard to be trusted with such a responsible duty. The report says that the grand jury was 
unable to find that the influence of foreign government was responsible for the riot.

LOSSES HEAVY 


(By Associated Press War Expert) 


New York March 8.1-The German official account today of 


the new drive at Verdun defenses at the northwest shows that in 
their sweeping advance the troops of the German crown prince 
captured more than seven square miles of territory west of the 
Meuse from the French. The advance was along a front of nearly 
four miles. 
In sweeping over this ground the Germans drove 


through Forges and Regneville and pushed as far as the Cumierei 
woods, which they now occupy, capturing more than 3,300 prison- 
ers and the cannon. Reporting on their capture of Fresnes, in the 
Woevre region, the Germans announce taking 700 adidtional prU- 
ouers. .The losses of the French were heavy, according to Berlin, 
which declares that most of the occupants of the captured position* 
in the great drive west of the Meuse were killed in the German at- 
tack. French troops launched a counter attack against the Ger- 
mans in the Cumierei woodi which wu repulsed, -the aaiaulting 
forces suffering severe oasiialtiei. In the Woevre district the Ger- 
mans launched an attack in the vicinity of Manhuelies, which Parii 
declares was checked by the French curtain of fire.

"Dixie" that went into the Confederate army in 1861, "the" im- 
mortal "Dixie" was a composite of Dan Emmet and the instru- 
mentalists and vocalists' of Dan Bryant's Minstrels, 472 Broad- 
•oj, New York, in 1859-60. It was taken South., entour, by Rum- 
sey & NewcomVs Minstrels in the late autumn of 1860, and'pre- 
jented as a "walk around" and "wind-up" at the Institute Hall 
in Charleston, S. C., on the very eve of the secession of the state 
from the Union. The music was at .once caught up 'by the sev- 
eral city bands, then in continuous demand, and was carried Iby 
them with the thousands of state troops who were embarked to 
the islands surrounding 'Fort Sumter on December 27, I860. Prom
